the laws can be changed to have the 
legislators elected in odd-numbered 
instead of even-numbered years. 


The purpose of tke legislation is to 


allow the governor to have 10 or 11 
months in office before the lawmakers 
convene. This would give the execu- 
tive ' an opportunity to formulate a 
program of legislation. 


Would Make for Speed 


Under the present constitution the 


legislators are 
elected in November 


and meet in January of the following 
odd-numbered year. 
Under the pro- 


posed amendment they woud be elect- 
ed over a yar in advance of their 
service. 
The governor objects to this, 


thinking an official should assume of- 
fice soon after his election. 


If the governor's plan is followed 


the executive would be in office and 
cotlld have a legislative plan formu- 
lated before the legislator is nominat- 
ed. .For instance, if this 
plan 
had 


been in'1 force, Mr. Rrumhaugh could 
have announced in his 
inaugural ad- 


dress that he proposed U> submit a 
local option bill at the meeting of 
the legislature in December. 
At the 


primaries and the election this year, 
when the legislators were nominated 
and elected, local option would have 
been the issue.

the laws can be changed to have the 
legislators elected in odd-numbered 
instead of even-numbered years. 


The purpose of tke legislation is to 


allow the governor to have 10 or 11 
months in office before the lawmakers 
convene. This would give the execu- 
tive ' an opportunity to formulate a 
program of legislation. 


Would Make for Speed 


Under the present constitution the 


legislators are 
elected in November 


and meet in January of the following 
odd-numbered year. 
Under the pro- 


posed amendment they woud be elect- 
ed over a yar in advance of their 
service. 
The governor objects to this, 


thinking an official should assume of- 
fice soon after his election. 


If the governor's plan is followed 


the executive would be in office and 
cotlld have a legislative plan formu- 
lated before the legislator is nominat- 
ed. .For instance, if this 
plan 
had 


been in'1 force, Mr. Rrumhaugh could 
have announced in his 
inaugural ad- 


dress that he proposed U> submit a 
local option bill at the meeting of 
the legislature in December.
